'J Œ OPERATOR IN CUSTODY 


Started to Take a Coarse in Teleg­ 
raphy in the Sedalia Insti­ 
tu te Last Month.

G a r n e t t , 
Kas., Jan. 9 . — John 
D. Spau lding, who ab ou t the 12th 
of last'Decemb er started to take a 
finishing cou rse in telegraphy in 
the J. D. Brown Telegraph Insti­ 
tu te at Sedalia, Mo., is in jail here, 
charged with attempted train wreck­ 
ing on the Santa Fe road near this 
place on Christmas eve. 
Ab ou t 12:30 o'clock on the night 
of Decemb er 24 Santa Fe passenger 
train Nc. 203 stru ck a tie near a 
cu rve ab ou t 
three and 
one half 
miles west of this place. 
The tie 
worked itself b ack u nder the engine 
and tender and lodged in the tru cks 
u nder the ex press car. 
The point where the ob stru ction 
was placed is a cu t and on a cu rve. 
Ju st ou tside of the cu t is a deep fill, 
ab ou t thirty feet, and if the train 
had left the track it wou ld have 
rolled down this b ank and a terrib le 
- loss of life wou ld have resu lted, as 
the train was going at a speed of at^ 
least forty-five miles per hou r. 
The engineer stopped the train 
and fou nd the tie as stated. 
The 
two b rakemen went b ack and fou nd 
a you ng man named 
John 
D. 
Spau lding lying across the track, 
ab ou t twenty feet from 
the gate 
Jieading u p to a farm hou se, which 
occu pied b y Spau lding's father- 
r in-law, W. W. Pratt. 
Pratt is a farmer and owns ab ou t 
300 acres of land on each side of 
the track at the point where the 00- 
stru ction was placed. 
Spau lding, u p to ab ou t a year 
. ago, was was employed as a tele­ 
graph operator for the A., T. & S. 
F. Railroad company at Richmond, 
Kas., b u t was discharged tor sleep­ 
ing on du ty at night time and al­ 
lowing a 
train to pass and then 
taking orders for said train after he 
had awakened. 
After he was discharged he moved 
to Maceo, Colorado, and went to 
farming. 
His wife tau ght school. 
O n Decemb er 7 he left Maceo 
and went to Kansas City with a 
stock man named Sylvester, assist­ 
ing him with the shipment of cattle 
lor his transportation. 
From K an­ 
sas City he went to Sedalia, Mo., 
and started to take a cou rse of in­ 
stru ction in telegraphy u nder J. D. 
Brown in the school of telegraphy, 
b u t did not remain. 
From there he went to Adel, 
Iowa, and on Decemb er 22 he ar­ 
rived at his father-in-law's, Mr. 
Pratt's. 
Spau lding claims that he 
was 
lying in b ed in his room in the 
north 
end of his father-in-law's 
hou se and he heard a noise on the 
track. 
He got u p and went ou t, 
b u t did not wake anyone. 
He went 
to the track, ab ou t 150 yards dis­ 
tant, and heard and saw six heavily 
armed men working on the track. 
He tu rned to go b ack to the 
hou se, when a man slipped u p b e­ 
hind him and stru ck him, knocked 
him down and kicked him in the 
side, 
disab ling him so he cou ld 
b arely 
walk. 
They then walked 
away from him and he rememb ered 
that he had a pistol in his pocket. 
It was a 32-calib re. 
He pu lled it 
and shot at them and they shot 
b ack. 
He 
then 
got 
u p 
and 
ran 
north 
on 
the 
track 
to 
flag 
the 
train, 
b u t 
the engineer did not see him. After 
the train had passed him he got 
u p and laid down in the center of 
the track, ab ou t seventy five yards 
north of the crossing entrance to 
his father-in-law's place. The train

men fou nd him ab ou t twenty feet 
sou th of this entrance. 
Detective John J. Kinney 
took 
the matter u p at once and sent G. 
C. Montgomery to investigate. 
He 
interviewed Spau lding at the home 
of his father in-law, b u t cou ld not 
get mu ch ou t of him on accou nt of 
the presence of his relatives. 
Kin­ 
ney then came to Garnett and su c­ 
ceeded in getting Spau lding to come 
to his room and took his statement 
in fu ll; also had him ex amined on 
the prettnse that it was necessary 
so that Kinney cou ld make a proper 
report to the general manager. 
Spau lding let the doctors ex amine 
him for inju ries, 
b u t they fou nd 
none. 
He walked and complained 
that he was hu rt internally. 
After having him ex amined Kin- 
ney got a hack and took Spau lding 
to his father-in law's and had him 
go over the road where the ob stru c­ 
tion was placed and show the main 
points, which were carefu lly noted 
and 
measu red. 
Kinney then re­ 
tu rned to Garnett and laid the facts 
b efore the cou nty attorney, who at 
once filed a complaint and a war­ 
rant was issu ed b y Ju Siice Harder. 
At midnight of Decemb er 31 the 
sheriff and Kinney went to Pratt's 
and arrested Spau lding. 
He was 
b rou ght to Garnett and locked u p in 
the cou nty jail. 
The nex t day he 
was arraigned, pleaded not gu ilty 
and his hearing was set for Janu ary 
8 , with a b ond of $1500. 
He had his hearing yesterday and 
was held to await the action of the 
district cou rt, the b ond b eing the 
same as b efore. 
A very affecting 
scene occu rred in the cou rt room, 
his wife falling on his neck and 
b oth wept. 
Spau lding's wife's peo­ 
ple are very respectab le and they 
have the pu b lic's sympathy. 
The 
general 
opinion 
is 
that 
Spau lding 
is 
gu ilty 
of 
plac­ 
ing the tie on the track,*» nd his m o­ 
tive was to reinstate himself m fa- 
vor with the road and get b ack to 
work, b u t the tram hit the tie, and 
his long winded ex planation threw 
him down. 
Spau lding was b orn and raised at 
Richmond, Kansas. 
Fears are en­ 
tertained that his wife wiil not su r­ 
vive the shock. 


WILLIE SiCUER DEAD. 


One of Sedalia’s Brightest Little Boys 
Called Home. 


Willie J. Sicher, the 13-year old 
son ot Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph D. 
Sicher, died at the hotel, after an 
illness'of three days with periton­ 
itis, at 6:55 o'clock last night. 
Ab ou t 2:30 o'clock last Wednes­ 
day afternoon Willie entered the 
hotel office and complained to Mr. 
Chas. S. Conrad of severe pains in 
the stomach. 
He was advised to 
go to his room and he down, and 
did so, b u t the pain continu ed and 
he retu rned to the office. 
He retired ab ou t 5 o'clock and 
the nex t morning Dr. Henry Evans 
was su mmoned. 
Later, 
Drs. W. 
C. Overstreet, W. J. Fergu son and 
E. F. Yancey were called inconsu l­ 
tation, b u t medical skill availed 
nau ght and death came at the hou r 
stated. 
He was consciou s almost to the 
last, althou gh flighty at times, cau s­ 
ed b y the opiates that were admin­ 
istered 
to alleviate the 
intense 
pain. 
Had Willie lived u ntil the 31st of 
the present month he wou ld have 
b een 13 years old. 
He was a re­ 
markab ly b right child, with a strik­ 
ing physiq u e, and was a general fa­ 
vorite with townspeople and the 
traveling pu b lic. 
By his parents he was fairly idol­ 
ized, and their grief last night as 
they gazed on the b eloved dead was 
heart-rending to witness. 
The b u rial service will b e held at 
the hotel at 2:30 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon. 
In their terrib le grief the devoted 
parents, sister and b rother will have 
the sympathy of the entire com ­ 
mu nity, and many a tear will b e 
dropped to the memory of the 
b right little b oy who was every­ 
b ody's friend and who was loved b y 
all.

Some Timely Suggestions From One 
Who Has Given the Subject 
Much Consideration.

T o the Editor of the D e m o c r a t .

penal institutions, being fed at the 
expense of 
the 
taxpayers without 
any 
returns 
whatever, except that 


society is safe from their depreda 
tions and that they are safe from 


the cold blasts of winter’s storms 


and from the hot suns of summer? 
H o w to utilize this worse than idle 


labo r at the least possible cost to 


the 
taxpayers and to the greatest 


p ublic good, is one question. 
A n oth er question that is also re 


c eiv in g almost universal co n sid e ra ­ 


tion is the im provem ent of our p u b ­ 


lic roads, so as to enable the farm 


ers to market their products at any 


season of the year that they choose 


or that is most convenient to them, 


and also enabling them to bring to 


m arket thousand of dollars’ worth 


of products that annually go to waste 


because they cannot afford to haul 


it to m arket when they are engaged 
in 
the 
im portant 
work 
of 
their 
farms, and when they have time to 
spare the roads are in a con dition 
that they cannot use them. 
H o w to use ¡he crim inal labor to 
im prove the roads is the problem to 
be solved. 
In Pettis county* we have a large 
num ber of these jail breakers; they 
break into instead of out of jail. In 
the city jail there are a great m any 
m ore of the same kind. 
W h y cannot the city and cou n ty 
form a partnership and work these 
men on the public roads and streets 
— and 
build,

of rock road,

efit to both county and city? 
B y 
putting these 
men 
out and 
m aking them work like honest men 


and nearly if not quite the 
entire ¡in the rock crusher plant, take them 
outlay of money could be paid to 
otherwise idle and worthy men.

any rate a portion of them, are e m ­ 
ployed 
quarrying 
and 
preparing 
stone for road improvement. 
T h e 
m anager 
writes 
that their 
plant is the largest ever erected and 
cost the state only $15, 000. 
T his 
stone is sold to counties or towns 
for road 
m aking purposes only at 
the actual cost of production plus 
10 per cent. 
It is sold at 25 cents 
per ton, loaded on the cars at the 
quarry. 


T h e railway com panies haul this 
at the actual cost of transportation, 
and they have d ;sposed of between 
50, 000 and 60, 000 tons of this p re­ 
pared stone since the middle of last 
June. 
In this way they use the prison 
labor so as to not only be out of 
com petition with free labor, but it 
really assists in m aking work for a 
great m any men on the outside in 
preparing the roadbed, and in hau l­ 
ing this crushed stone and sp re a d ­ 
ing it on the road. 
In our state prison at Jefferson 
C ity there are about 700 idle pris­ 
oners.

A Squad of Militia Makes an Effective 
Bayonet Char ge at Rutland, 111. 


An unknown dead man was found 
at 1:45 o’clock 
this 
mor ning 
by 
oeany Cor bett and Peter Schuster , 
near the ice plant, in the Missour i 
Pacific yar ds, the body being ter r i­ 
bly mangled by r eason of it having 
been r un over by the car s. 


Ther e was nothing on the body, 
so far as discover ed by Cor oner 
Cowan, who r eached 
the scene 
at 
2:30 o ’clock a. 
m., by which 
it 


could be identified, and the belief 
pr evails 
that 
the 
deceased 
is

str anger ,who fell beneath the wheels 
while beating his way into or out 
of the city.

evidently been shaved and had

was found.

The Dime Sa v inijs Will Pa y Off Its De­ 
po sito rs a s So o n a s Po ssible. 


C h ic a g o , 
Jan. 
9 .— The 
Dime 
Savings bank, with its 40,000 de­ 
positors, one of the oldest banks in 
Chicago, will go out of existence 
before the expiration of the ninety 
days’ 
notice which 
has been re­ 
quired 
of 
depositories since the 
suspension of the National Bank of 
Illinois. 
Edwin Walker, the attor­ 
ney, representing the stockholders 
and directors, said that only two 
things were absolutely certain about 
the Dime Savings, the first that de­ 
positors would not lost a dollar in 
the institution, and the second that 
it would not be continued as it had 
b een. 
At the bank little money is being 
paid out, on account of the ninety 
days' notice 
required 
before de 
posits can be withdrawn. 
The rule 
is relaxed only to people who are 
in serious 
need of 
their money. 
Deposits have dropped to almost 
nothing. 
It is said the bank has a 
reserve fund of 25 per cent of its 
deposits, but while the other sav­ 
ings banks have removed the ninety 
day notice, it has not been thought 
wise to do so at the Dime Savings 
on account of the impending change 
in its affairs.

A theory that will not 
work in practice is either wrong in 
itself or wrongly applied. 
Many a 
possib le good result has b een lost 
b ecause of the popular say ing: “All 
right ill theory , b ut won’t work in 
practice.” 
A child’s misdemeanor 
is pointed to as an evidence that his 
piarents’ theories of training may b e 
good, as theory , b ut that they won’t 
work. 
Yet the child’s defection is 
not necessarily proof that the par­ 
ents’ theory has 
b een wrong, or 
that it won’t work. 
Many an in­ 
fluence b ears upon a child which the 
parent is powerless to annuL 
P er­ 
haps the father is ab sent weeks to­ 
gether on b usiness, or the mother 
may b e an invalid, or, worse still, 
circumstances may put the child fre­ 
quently in the presence of adults 
whoso conversation 
is suggesting 
acts, thoughts, motives, impulses, to 
the child, which result in counter­ 
acting the most careful training on 
the 
part of the ]iarents. 
The 
troub le is not with 
the parents’ 
theories, b ut it is that outside in­ 
fluences have b rought in new con­ 
ditions, and sot the child often in 
surroundings which b ecome a domi­ 
nant force in his life, at least for a 
time. 
And y et the parents’ theo­ 
ries may in time prevail. 
We must 
b o careful how we condemn a good 
thing without a fair examination of 
a case which seems supoiTicially to 
b e worthy of condemnation. —S. S.

WOMEN AND MONEY. 


A Wo man in Bu sin ess Is Less Ven ­ 
tu reso me T h an a Man . 
The Draper’s Record has dug a 
curious piece of information out of 
the report of the inspector-general 
of b ankruptcy . 
Tiiis fact ”is 
the 
comparatively small numb er of fail­ 
ures among woman engaged in b usi­ 
ness. 
In a word, it is a rare thing 
for a woman engaged in b usiness to 
go b ankrupt. That is what any man 
conversant with b usiness would ex­ 
pect to b e told, and in this case, at 
any rate, the statistics correspond 
with the general impression of the 
world, that women in b usiness arc 
more carefnl than men—loss liab le 
to run into excess and to- ruin 
themselves b y too adventurous a 
spirit. 
There is another fact ab out women 
who trade which is not to b o found 
ill any return or b ody of statistics, 
b ut which is none the less a fact. 
It is that women very seldom, in­ 
deed we might safely say never, 
make fortunes in b usiness. 
A t first 
sight it may seem as if these two 
facts had little or nothing to do with 
each other. 
In truth, 
however, 
they are 
closely 
related. 
The 
methods of doing b usiness which 
b ring men great fortunes also b ring 
them to b ankruptcy . 
It is just b e­ 
cause women do not b ecome million­ 
aire's b y trading that they so seldom 
come to ruin. 
Ask any man who

In crease in th e Bicycle In d u stry 
in 
th e Last T en Years. 
The history of the b icy cle indus- 
try in the states is in many respects 
the most remarkab le industrial rec­ 
ord of the century . 
Prior to 1885 
the numb er of domestic manufactur­ 
ers of wheels was only six, and in 
that y ear 11,000 
machines 
were 
turned out. 
In 1890 there were 17 
factories with an output of 40,000 
fO^cles. 
In 1894 the numb er of fac­ 
tories increased at a rapid rate and 
12i),000 machines were made. 
In 
1895 the production b ounded up to 
600,000, and the numb er of manufac­ 
tories was more than 500, counting 
none which turned out less than 
1.000 machines a y ear. 
The capital 
invested in these larger factories is 
placed at $90,000,000, and the low­ 
est estimates for the output of the 
present y ear is 1,000,000 complete 
b ic3Tcles, 
worth $60,000,000. 
The 
capital invested in the manufacture 
of b icy cles is ab out $125,000,000 and 
150.000 people are employ ed in de­ 
signing, making and and selling the 
various products appertaining 
to 
them. 
No complete cy cles are now 
imported into the United States, 
and American manufacturers in the 
half y ear ending Juno 30, 1896, ex­ 
ported 
cy cles 
and 
parts 
worth 
$1,654,291, 
or nearly seven times 
the amount sent ab road in the pre­ 
vious half y ear. 
Nearly half of this 
export has jfone to England, and it 
is now said that American makers 
actually stand a chance of capturing 
the English market. 
If the Amer­ 
ican 
manufacturers will b uild 
a 
somewhat stronger machine, fitted 
with gear cases and mud guards, it 
is looked upon as more than prob ­ 
ab le that from 40,000 to 50,000 
American cy cles will b e sold 
in 
England in the y ear 1897. 
In 1895 
the b est b icy cles were selling at 
$140; now the same quality of ma­ 
chine—perhaps much b etter—sells 
at 
$100. 
More 
than 
3,000,000 
b icy cles are in use in the United 
States; in other words, one person 
out of every 24 has taken to the 
wheel. 
In Franco the proportion is 
only one in 250. 
The wheel is un­ 
questionab ly going to revolutionize 
the roads of the country . 
It has 
rxluced and in some places ¡)ractic- 
ally put an end to the demand for 
horses and carriages, b esides aficct- 
ing the income of street railway 
linos and livery stab les. 
In the first 
two weeks of July the railway s run­ 
ning out of Nc V York carried 75,000 
b icy cles for the outgoing passen­ 
gers. —Cincinnati Enquirer. 


STARTLING. 


Electrical Ph en o men a fo ' Wh ich Ex­ 
p lan atio n Is Wan ted . 
A German farmer in the old coun­ 
try has had an experience of the 
caprices of atmospheric electricity 
ho is not likely to forget. 
He was 
driving along a narrow private road, 
having a wire fence on either side, 
wiicM his attention was attracted b y 
a b right light b ehind him. 
On look­ 
ing around he saw fire b alls ab out 
the size of a man’s hand travolin« ^ 
toward him along the wire on b oth 
sides. 
In a moment 
they 
were 
ab reast of his dog cart and traveled 
along with it, while 
b rush dis­ 
charges and audib le crackling as 
from a static machine 
were ob ­ 
served to proceed from the b alls to 
apparently the iron parts of the ve­ 
hicle. 
Vib rations f -f the wires could 
b o distinctly hear?., and a torrent 
of sparks sprang from the fences to 
the cart shafts. 
The frightened 
horses ran away , b ut they could not 
shako off their fiery escort till the 
fences were interrupted b y gaps on 
either side. 
No detonation or noise 
other than the crackling was Iieard. 
The whole phenomenon lasted ab out 
12 seconds. 
The field was examined 
the next day on the suspicion that 
some practical joker might have 
projected fireworks at the carriage, 
b ut nothing could b e found which 
would justify such an explanation. 
The wires at certain places were 
b lued as if b y heat, and every thing 
seemed to point to the genuineness 
of the elQctrical demonstration. The 
time was nine o’clock in the even­ 
ing; there were no thunderstorm s in 
thli neighb orhood, and the weather 
was 
unsettled and 
rainy . 
The 
farmer was accompanied 
b y 
his 
coachman, 
who experienced 
the 
same startling phenomena as his 
master, which should in some man­ 
ner lessen the prob ab ility of thoir 
having suffered from illusions. —Q'n- 
cinnati Enquirer.

GAS LIGHTING. 


Revo lu tio n ized by th e In ven tio n o f a 
H an fo rd M in . 
A new invention in artificial light­ 
ing, recently perfected in Hq^rtFord, 
inay result in a considerab le revolu­ 
tion in methods 
of illumination. 
Lamps without wicks and oil lamps 
that b urn without chimney s are not 
unknown, b ut the successful pro­ 
duction of a good gaslight direct 
from hy dro-carb on and without the 
use of an extensive gas reservoir or 
elab orate and cumb ersome mechan­ 
ism is a novelt\' as well as perhaps 
a seeming impossib ility . 
Leroy S. 
Lewis, of Hartford, is the patentee 
of an apparatus b y which gas is 
evolved directly from a small reser­ 
voir of liquid hy dro-carb on. 
The 
heat generated b y the b urning gas 
operates to suck the oil into tlie 
tub e where it is converted into gas 
and emerges to make a steady and 
safe light, 50 per cent, superior in 
illuminating pov/er to the ordinary 
gas. 
No perishab le 
medium is 
em­ 
ploy ed in the apparatus and there 
is nothing to get out of order. 
The 
gas fixture with the small oil b ulb 
attached is not cumb ersome or un­ 
usual in appearance. 
No one on 
seeing two of these gas jots b urning 
when suspended from the ceiling or 
the wall exactly like an ordinary gas 
light would suspect that it did not 
draw its supply of gas from some 
distant source. 
The light is steady 
and not a great heat-producer. 
Gas 
used in this way could not possib ly 
cost over 50 cents per 1,000 feet. 
The fixtures are cheap and easily 
manufactured. 
This invention will make it pos­ 
sib le to introduce illuminating gas 
in every community without the 
estab lishment of any plant for the 
manufacture of gas. 
Country vil­ 
lages may b o as thoroughly lighted 
b y gas as any city . 
The patent is a 
b road and 
fundamental 
one, the 
principle of the 
invention b eing 
wholly new.—Springfield (Mass.) Re­ 
pub lican. 


NEW STEERABLE BALLOON. 


Can Ba 
Pro p :lled Ag ain st Even a 
Slro n g H iad Win d . 
A t the Berlin industrial exhib ition 
there is to b e seen a wonderful b al­ 
loon, which is reported to b o steer- 
ab le ill a remarkab le degree. 
This 
tremendous b ag rose to the height of 
ab out 65 feet and was proiiclled in 
all directions, even against the wind. 
The pub lic was allowed to give the 
directions, so that there should b e 
no doub t as to the genuine powers 
of the new aerial vessel. 
Dr. Wol- 
fert, the designer of the b alloon, 
claims that it can b e steered against 
any wind at any altitude, b ut this 
has not 
tested. 
The niot‘i% power of this elliptical- 
ly b uilt b alloon is a kind of doub le- 
b kided sliiii’s propeller, having a 
diameter of ab out tliroe 3^ards. 
It is 
placed in front of the b asket, while 
right b elow the car is another pro­ 
peller of the same dimensions, for 
ujiward and downward movement. 
These propellers make 509 revolu­ 
tions per minute. 
The engine is of 
eight-horso iiowor. 
The monster 
b alloon is over 30 .y ards long, and 
in the center the diameter is ab out 
ten 
3'ards. 
The 
b asket 
from 
its 
shape 
is 
called a gallerio, 
and 
is 
live y ards 
long. 
It 
is 
constructed of 
b amb oo 
and 
is 
fastened to the b alloon in such a 
way as to form an integral part of 
its b ulk\^ sustainer. 
Neither part 
can have separate movement. 
The 
method of fastening the t^vo is the 
secret of the inventor, Dr. Wolfert, 
who will not say any thing ab out it. 
Ho has m ale 53 ascents v/lth other 
smaller b alloons of this construction, 
tho last time on May 20 from the 
roy al 
departm ent 
of 
military 
aeronauts’ drill ground. 
This latest 
and largest of his progeny he has 
christened Deutschland, and it is 
hinted that the form of tho b alloon 
is not dissimilar from that ordered 
b y tho Spanish government for use 
against tho Cub an revolutionaries. — 
N. Y. Trib une.

The genealogy 
of

horse is the most striking instance 
of geological succession

Messrs. Osb orn and Wortman, of 
the Central Park museum, are work­ 
ing out further details of this case, 
and find b etween two genera t>f tho 
horse family a series of interme­ 
diate forms connecting 2Jesohippus 
and Anchitheriuin, so that a strict 
definition of generic and specific 
forms b ecomes impossib le. 
They 
show that the tertiary horse was a 
ty pe “slowly specializing and con­ 
stantly increasing in sk s.”—N. Y.
